PRESIDENT TELLS 
ARMISTICE TERMS 


(Continued from page 2) 

“The war thus comes to an end; for, 
having accepted these terms of armis- 
tice, it will be impossible for the Ger- 
man command to renew it. 

“It Is not now possible to assess the 
consequences of this great ¢énsumma- 
tion. We know only that his tragical 
war, whose consuming flames swept 
from one nation to another until aN the 
world was on fire, is at an end and that 
it was the privilege of our own people 
to enter it at its most critical juncture 
in such fashion and in such force as to 
contribute in a way of which we are all 
deeply proud to the great result. 

“We know, too, that the object of the 
war is attained, the object n which 
all free men had set their hearts, and 
attained with a sweeping completeness 
which even now we do not realize. Arm- 
ed imperialism such as the men con- 
ceived who were but yesterday the 
masters of Germany is at an end, its 
illicit ambitions engulfed in black dis- 
aster. Who will now seek to revive it? 

“The arbitraryl power of the military 
cast of Germany, which once could se- 
cretly and of its own single choice dis- 
turb the peace of the world, is discred- 
kted and destroyed. And more than that 
—much more than that—has been ac- 
complished. The great nations which 
associated themselves to destroy it have 
now definitely, united in the common 
purpose to s up such a peace as will 
satisfy the ldnging of the whole var 
for disinterested justice, embodied 
settlements which are based upon sna 
thing much bétter and much more last- 
ing than the selfish competitive imter- 
ests of powerful states. There is no 
longer conjecure as to the objects the 
victors sfave in mind. They have a 
mind in” the matter, not only, but a 
jheart also. .Their avowed and concert - 
ed punpess is te satisfy and protect the 
weak as well as to accord just rights to 
the streng. 

“The humane temper and intention of 
the victorious governments has already 
been manifested in a yery_ practical 
way. Their representatives in the su- 
preme war council at Versailles have 
by unenimeoue -resclution assured the 


peoples of the central empires that ev- 

ything- is -possibte in the —cir- 
cumstances wilt be done to supply them 
with food and relieve the distressing 
want that is in so many places threat: 
ening their very lives; and steps are to 
be taken immediately to organize these 
efforts at relief in the same systematic 
manner that they were organized in the 
case of Belgium. 

“By the use of the idle tonnage of 
the central empires it ought presently 
to be possible to lift the fear of utter 
misery from their oppressed populations 
and set their minds and energies free 
for the great and hazardous tasks of 
political reconstruction which now face 
them on every hand. Hunger does not 
breed reform; it breeds madness and all 
the ugly eee that make an or- 
dered life f bie. 

For with the fall of the ancient gov- 
ernments which rested liké an THOabus 
upon the peoples of the central em- 
pires, has come political change not 
merely, but revolution; and revolution 
which seems as yet to assume no final 
and ofdered form, but to run from one 
fluid change to another, until thought- 
ful men are forced to ask themsetves, 
with what governments, and of what 
sort, are we about to deal in the mak- 
ing of the covenants of peace? With 
what authority will they meet us, and 
with what assurance that their author- 
ity will abide and sustain security the 
international, arrangements into which 
we are about to enter? Thére is here 
matter fdr no small anxiety and mis- 
giving. When peace is made on 
whose promises and engagements 
side our own is it to rest? # 

“Let us be perfectly frank with our- 
selves and admit that these questions 
cannot be satisfactorily answered now 
or a once. But thé moral is not that 
there is little hope of an early answer 
that will suffice. It is only that we 
must be patient and helpful and mind- 
ful above all of the great hope and con- 
fidence that lie at the heart of what is 
taking place. Excesses accomplish noth- 
ing. Unhappy Russia has _ furnished 
abundant recent proof of that. Dis- 
order immediately defeats itself. If 
excesses should occur, if disorder 
should for a time raise its head, a s0-

overnment and who are now coming at 
ast into their freedom will never find 
the treasures of libenty they are in 
search of it they look for them by the 
light of the torch. They wild find that 
every pathway that is stained with the 
blood of ‘heir own brothers leads to 
the wilderness, not to the seat of their 
hope. They are now face to face with 
their initial test. We must hold the 
Nght steady until they find themselves. 
And in the meantime, if it be ble, 
we must establish a peace that will 
justly define their place among the na- 
tidns, remove ali fear of their neigh- 
bors and of their former masters and 
enable them to live in security and-con- 
tentment when they have set their own 
affairs in order. I for one do not doubt 
‘| their punpose or their capacity. There 
are some happy signs ‘that t ey know 
and will choose the way of self control 
and . peaceful oe on. If they 
do we shall put o aid at their dis- 
posal in every way that we can. If they 
do not we must await with patience and 
sympathy the awakening recovery 
that will assuredly come at last.’

General MacArthur, who was at 
the head of the advance of his men, 
was taken prisoner by soldiers of the 
lst Division, who could not believe 
that any Americans were ahead of 
them. The situation was explained 
quickly and General MacArthur re- 
leased. He then good-naturedly went 
about straightening out the line and 
the two divisions were soon fighting 
the Germans with full vigor. The in- 
cident did not delay the advance, and 
by night each division had taken its 
objectives for the day.

Observance of Thanksgiving Was 
for a Period Not Popular 
in Southern States. 


practically unknown until 1855. In 

that year Governor Jones of. Vir- 
ginia sent a letter to the state legis- 
lature urging a recognition of the day 
that he might issue a proclamation for 
its observance; but. he was advised 
that as most of the citizens of the 
state regarded this day as “a relic of 
Puritanic bigotry,” he ought not to 
urge its observance. 

Two years later Governor Wise, the 
successor of Jones, without asking ad- 
vice of the legislature, issued a proc- 
lamation, and the people, generally 
throwing aside their prejudice, ob- 
served the day. 

In the next year, 1858, eight gover- 
nors of southern states issued procia- 
mations after the model of New Eng- 
land, calling upon their people to ob- 
serve the last Thursday in November 
as a day for .thanksgiving., But the 
Civil war was at hand, and the bit- 
terness engendered in the long contro- 
versy over slavery caused, many vio- 
lent opponents of the North to oppose 


the proclamation, because of the in- 
troductton of a “Yuukee custom.” 


Undoubtedly our present Thanksgiv- 
ing day has its prototype in the Ply- 
mouth thanksgiving festival of 1621. 
It has been asserted repeatedly that 
the Plymouth festival was suggested to 
the Pilgrims by the Jewish “Feast of 
Ingathering.” 

If the Plymouth festival has imme- 
diate kinship with similar events in 
the past, it has analogies with the har- 
vest home of England. The Pilgrims 
were famillar with the English cele- 
bration, and many of them, no doubt, 
had participated in it. The domjnant 
mark of each was the joy over the in- 
gathering harvest. 

The chief difference between the two 
was the want of ceremony at Plymouth 
that characterized the English festi- 
val. In some parts of England the 
merf¥making was around the “Nod- 
dingsheaf,” or “kern baby,” and in 
many places the last load of the har- 
vest was drawn to the barn in a wagon 
called the “hoch cart.” In front went 
pipe and tabor, and around it gathered 
the reapers, men and women, singing 
joyously as they proceeded. At Ply- 
mouth there was no ceremony. There 
was no harvest song so familiar in 
the fatherland: 


Here's health to the barley mow; 
Here's a health to the man 
Who very well can 

Both harrow and plough and sow.

of the United States refused to re- 
view the case of Thomas J. Mooney, 
now at San Quentin under séntence to 
be hanged Decemb*r 13 for murder 
in connection with the bomb explo-| 
sion during the Preparedness parade 
in this city, July 22, 1916. 

The court announced its decision 


through Chief Justice White without 
comment. 

Mooney’s application to the Supreme 
Court to review his case was made 
on the ground that his conviction 
had been obtained through fraud on 
the part of the District Attorney of 
San Francisco. 

The application was made after re- 
course to the State courts was ex- 
hausted September 16, with the denial 
of a writ of error by the Supreme 
Court of California. 

“The last prop is knocked from 
under Mooney, with the exception of 
possible action by Governor. Stephens,” 
said Attorney Edwin V. McKenzie 
of counsel for the condemned man. | 
“We expected a denial from the Su- 
preme Court, but it was up to us to 
exhaust every possible means of get- 
ting a new trial for Mooney.” 

At Sacramento it was said that 
there was no indication to be had 
of what further action, if any, Gov- 
ernor Stephens will take in Mooney’s 
case. An application for a pardon is 
pending before the Governor, whe, 
last July, granted Mooney a reprieve 
from August 23 to December 13. 

Mooney, who is in “death row” at, 
San Quentin, declined to comment 
when Warden” James” J. Johnson 
told him that his application to the 
Supreme Court had been denied. 

Thomas J. Mooney was convicted on 
February 10, 1917, in Judge Franklin 
A. Griffin’s department of the Su- 
perior Court of the murder of Mrs. 
Irene Van Loo of Merced, who was 
killed with nine others by the. explo- 
sion of a bomb at Steuart and Market 
streets during’,the Preparedness pa- |, 
rade, ; 

He was arrested with hi8 wife, Mrs. |° 
Rena H. Mooney, at Querneville five 
days after the explosion, as they were 
on, their way to give themselves up. 
They had read in the papers, they 
raid, that they were wanted as sus- 
pects. Warren K. Billings, Israel 
Weinberg and Edward D. Nolan had 
previously been arrested. 

Billings, who was tried first, was 
convicted and sentenced to Folsom for 
life. Mrs. Mooney and Weinberg were 
tried and acquitted. Nolan* was re- 
leased on bail. 

After Mooney’s trial a charge was 
made by his attorneys that his con- 
viction had beer obtained by perjured 
testimony given by Frank C. Oxman, 
a principal witness, and others. Ox- 
man was tried on a charge of at- 
tempted subordination of perjury and 
acquitted. 

On September 11, 1917, the State 
Supreme Court denied an application 
for a new’ trial accompanied by a 
“consent” filed by Attorney-General 
U. S. Webb. On March 1, 1918, the 
State Supreme Court denied an ap- 
peal for a new trial on the ground of 
reversible error. A later application 
for a writ of coram nobis was also 
denied, and a final application for 
a writ of error was denied on Sep- 
tember 16. In the meantime Mooney 
had been taken to San Quentin on 
July 17 under sentence to die August 
23. On July 27 Governor Stephens 
reprieved him until December 13. 

The Mooney case attracted the at- 
tention of the whole country, and 
echoes of it were heard abroad. After 
an investigation by a commission ap- 
pointed by him, President Wilson ap- 
pealed twice to Governor Stephens. 
The President’s first letter was not 
made public, the second urged that a 
new trial ought to be had.

CUSTOM AN OLD ONE 


Pages of History Filled With Rec- 
ord of Days Set Aside for 
Giving Thanks, 


E idea is prevalent throughout 

the .Untted States that our 

Thanksgiving day is pecullarly 
an American custom of New Mugiand 
origin. This is true in part only. The 
general observance through many 
years of a set day on which to give 
thanks to Almighty God for his bless- 
ings has made the custom distincttvely 
American; but its origin long ante- 
dates the settlement of this western 
continent and we must look elsewhere 
for it. 


In old Egypt, when the harvest had 
been gathered, it was the custom to 
observe a day of feasting and to lay 
offerings upon the altars of Isis, the 
goddess of agriculture. The Jewish 
festival was the “Ingathering,” or the 
“Feast of the Tabernacle,” mentioned 
in Exodus and other parts of the Old 
Testament. This was more particular- 
ly a thanksgiving for the fruit harv: 
but as it came at the close of the en- 
tire harvest it probably was intended 
also as a general thanksgiving “for the 
bounty of nature.” 

The goddess of the Roman harvest 
was Ceres. Her festival was celebrated 
annually and was called Cemila. It 
was a day of worship and rustic sports.

Golden State News LABOR ASKS FOR 


WARTIME. WAGE 


California Federation of Labor Drafts 
Reconstruction Program in the 
Interest of Better Wages 


San Francisco.—The special com- 
mittee appointed at the recent con- 
vention of the California Federation 
of Labor to draft a reconstruction 


programme made its report public 
Monday. 

On the ground that the United 
States alone still possesses the labor 
and materials to make the goods the 
whole world stands in need of, the 
committee “sees no possible cxcuse 
for the ery that wages shall be re- 
duced to the pre-war standard or 
that working hours shall be length- 
ened.” 

It finds that “wage standards estab- 
lished during the war have not kept 
pace generally with increased costs 
of living commodities.” 

The programme pledges co-opera- 
tion with returning soldiers and sail- 
ors “in the proper readjustment of in- 
dustrial conditions to conform’ to the 
newly established world democracy,” 
warning the returning fighters of 
“obvious preparations to exploit the 
soldiers in uniform to the detriment 
of their brothers, the soldiers of in- 
dustry.” ’ 

It urges the necessity of organiza- 
tion “with greater energy than be- 
fore,” demands the establishment of 
a standard eight-hour working day, 
and a further reduction in industries 
where unemployment threatens. It 
recommends co-operative organization 
for the distribution of commodities, 
the adoption of a system of land 
values with super taxes on land held 
idle or for speculative purposes; 
urges an extension of the State land 
colonization plan, public ownership of 
public utilities, and retention by the 
Federal Government of the railroads, 
express and telegraph‘ companies. 

The programme calls for strength- 
ening of the seamen’s act, labor rep- 
resentation on the State Civil Service 
Commission, the Board of Regents of 
the State University, the State High- 
way Commission, the State Board of 
Education and other - commissions 
which now have no labor members. 
It insists that there shall be no cur- 
tailment of the progressi¥e-and hu- 
manitarian work of the State gov- 
ernment, and demands the enactment 
of every measure enumerated in the 
platform of the California Union of 
Producers and Consumers.

Washington.—In advance of the 
meeting of the Supreme War Council, 
soon to be held at® Versailles, officials 
here decline to discuss the approach- 
ing peace conference or to indicate 
any views the Government may have 
as to the time or place of its as- 
sembly. America’s suggestions on 
these subjects probably will be pre- 
sented to the council itself by Colonel

cial representative in Hurope. 

The development of the separatist 
Movement in Austria and Germany, 
resulting in the uprising of so-called 
independent republics on the basis of 
fermer German and Austrian prov- 
inces, promises to present much diffi- 
culty in the further progress of peace 
negotiations. Each of these states 
wishes to be represented independ- 
ently at the peace table, and adjust- 
ment of all these delicate questions 
is one of the tasks devolving upon 
the Supreme War Council.

Mrs. Godden Tells How It 


Platinum Mines of Russia 
Said to Afford the World’s 
Most Profitable Dredging 


The most profitable dredging in the 
world can be done on the platinum 
placers of Russia, says the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle. The value of the 
metal recovered is often equivalent 
for considerable periods of operation 
to $5 a cubic yard. When one remem- 
bers that the gravels of the California 
gold-dredging flelds yielded only about 
10 cents to 15 cents a cubic yard on 
an average, and nevertheless paid well, 
the possible profits of platinum dredg- 
ing become apparent. 

Before the war there were about 26 
dredges at work in the Urals, operat- 
ing two-thirds of the time of each 
working season of about 150 days, and 
averaging 500 cubic yards a dredge a 
Gay, thus working a total of about 
1,250,000 cubic yards of-~material a 
year, and recovering annually 70,000 
to 100,000 ounces of platinum. There 
is only one first-class dredge in opera- 
tion in the Urals. They are mostly of 
antiquated design and of poor con- 
struction. 

First-class dredges working in ma- 
terial of similar characteristics dig 
several times as much gravel a day in 
other countries with similar climate. 
Working costs in the Ural regions are 
twice those in Montana, which has a 
similar climate, but where the aurifer- 
ous gravel is much harder to dredge.
